Residents nix purchase of homes 


A remark by Sandra Kelly who stated that no 
homes in the Montecito Court/Auburn area are 
for sale threw cold water on the proposal by princi¬ 
pals of Retirement Hotels of America at a recent 
meeting. Retirement Hotels of America asked 
Sierra Madre City Council to assist them in obtaining 
22 parcels in the vicinity of Kelly’s home. 

Kelly stated at the join meeting between 
the City Council, Main Street and Chamber of 
Commerce last Thursday, “Those 22 parcels are not 
available, period. The price of $100,000 per parcel 
is unrealistic when a recent appraisal indicated 
that one home was worth $300,000. The cost you 
have in mind is really three times as much.” 

Chris Robertson, Jane Jack and Greg Izar, 
representing the development company hoping to 
build a retirement home for older people, explained 
that they needed 1'/: acres minimum on which 
to build such a facility. 

Izar told the council, “Because you know the 
people here we need help in land acquisition. 
We need help in acquiring land for that large an 
area . . . The city would purchase the land 
and ground lease it back to the hospital. If we 
got to lease back the land for five years, a cer¬ 
tain percentage of lease money could be set aside 
in grant funding for downtown merchants to fix up 
their stores ... It could be a 50-50 grant. We’re 
in the preliminary stages. We are interested in using 
the CRA to acquire property.” 

Mayor Bruce Crow explained, “We don’t have 
the power of eminent domain.” 

The reply came, “1 feel that if the city govern¬ 
ment were to decide that a certain area should be 
developed, your ability as a city government could

deal with the landowners (more easily).” 

Crow answered, “You know the price of the 
land better than we do ... I’m not wiling to change an 
ordinance.” To give the CRA the right or eminent 
domain, an ordinance could need to be changed. 

Izar continued, “You have the ability to acquii. 
property, to dispose of property, to sell, lease, to 
• safeguard displaced people . . . We feel it’s an 
opportunity for the city. It’s fiscal gain.” 

Councilman Roy Buchan said, “You don’t have 
any money in it . . . The city would be holding 
the bag. What would the city get out of it? You 
can walk away. We’re stuck.” 

Izar continued, “I’d assure you that if we 
would resume negotiations there’d be equal risk on 
both sides . . . We need the city to help us get 
the land ... It would be significant fiscal 
gain to the city.” 

Izar explained that the company had acquired 
the assistance of a consultant and asked that the 
consultant “sit with both of us. We would share 
the cost.” 

Mayor Pro Tern George Maurer said, “I’m 
interested in a consultant study. We have nothing 
to lose.” 

City Administrator Jim McRea suggested that 
the City Council wait until Economics Research Asso¬ 
ciates (ERA) finish their economic study before draw¬ 
ing a conclusion. “You only need 30 days,” he 
reminded the council. 

Mayor Crow suggested, “Let’s get to ERA

Two preliminary draft proposals concerning 
downtown Sierra Madre were submitted last week 
for City Council study. 

One was a professional report from Economics 
Research Associates (ERA) on possibilities tor im¬ 
proving the economic scenario for downtown busi¬ 
nesses. 

The other was a report from the volunteer 
Main Street Design committee on design guide¬ 
lines for the downtown area. 

The two reports will go hand-in-hand as Sierra 
Madre’s Main Street Project proceeds toward the 
goal of enhancing the so-called Main Street area 
which includes the “central core” surrounding Bald¬ 
win and Sierra Madre Blvd., the boulevard strip 
on the west and the “west end” located around 
Luna and Sierra Madre Blvd. 

Improvement needed, possible 

Both reports gave the opinion that improvement 
was needed and both felt that it was possible. 

The two also agreed that impending changes 
dictated by the new state siesmic 
safety requirements offer great opportunities for 
effecting dramatic improvements. 

The ERA report, given by David Wilcox, included 
statistics indicating that both retail and service 
businesses are failing to capture their full potential 
in sales from either the approximately 11,000 resi¬ 
dents of Sierra Madre or the surrounding area. 


It showed that taxable transactions in the 69 
retail stores seem to have declined somewhat in the 
past three years, from $964 per capita to $907 
per perron per year. If consumer price index 
figures a.e included, the decline is even more obvious, 
according to the report. 

Other statistics showed that Sierra Madre, absent 
any competition, would have developed some 607,000 
sq. ft. of commercial use floor space, but has, in 
fact, developed only 58 percent of that. 

The report expressed surprise over its analysis 
of recent commercial property sales versus nearby 
residential sales which revealed that the two were 
about equal, with commercial ranging from a low of 
$14.62 per sq. ft. to a high of $66.33 per sq. ft. of 
lot area. Residential ranged from $18.21 per sq. ft. 
of lot area. 

Four alternatives 

Four different alternatives were suggested for 
future economic improvement. 

One would be limited to the status quo, rely¬ 
ing heavily on changes brought by seismic safety 
upgrading requirements. 

A second would include enhanced streetscapes, 
additional building improvements and selective in¬ 
fill of open spaces. 

The third would utilize parking areas behind

Design committee lists tentative 
aids for upgrading downtown 


The Main Street Design Committee’s pre¬ 
liminary draft report on design guidelines for down¬ 
town Sierra Madre has identified a number of 
problems which it feels should be addressed and 
submitted various suggestions for possible improve¬ 
ments. 

It categorized the current downtown atmos¬ 
phere as that of a “Mountain Village,” and recom¬ 
mended retaining this as a future “theme.” 

The report found a lack of architectural co¬ 
hesiveness and concluded that the number of 
“appropriate” examples are few. 

Nevertheless, it expressed the opinion that 


creativity should be encouraged and the “best” 
of the older structures should be retained, although 
it did not identify these. 

The main thrust of the report appeared to be 
the need to demonstrate, through exterior rehabili¬ 
tation and maintenance, a sense of “pride and 
caring.” 

Current over-all maintenance was described 
as giving the appearance of being “abandoned — 
not vacated, just not cared for,” with “quick-fix 
approaches appearing to have been favored over 
more thoughtful approaches.”

If anybody in the 
whole world knows 
how a piano is sup¬ 
posed to sound, it’s 
Alden Webster.

Sierra Madre had 
no float last year in the Pasadena Rose Float 
parade because of insufficient flowers grown 
here. We urge citizens to plan to grow 
flowers for the next year’s float . . . Any 
person found shooting on any part of the 
Blumer place on Grandview and Auburn will 
be prosecuted to the fullest extent of the law. 

— July 16, 1959: “Old Snort,” venerable fire 
engine used for many years by the local fire 
dept., was sent out to pasture this week in 
Vista Park. Old Snort doesn’t mind and neither 
do the kids who have a great time crawling 
over it. 

— July 16, 1964; Valerie and Vanessa, 6- 
year-old twins of Mr. and Mrs. Robert Peter¬ 
son, won the award from the L.A. Co. 
Epilepsy Society for their volunteer work last 
year in support of the society’s fund drive. 

— July 19, 1979: Work begins on the Senior 
room, modernizing the kitchen, rest rooms, 
office and storage room in the Memorial 
Park House. Griffin and Sons are 
general contractors and the approximate cost 
is $120,000 plus. The Masonic Lodge offered 
their Masonic Temple for senior activities . 


This working paper is a very preliminary draft 
assembly of known statistical facts, local his¬ 
torical economic events, assumptions and pre¬ 
sumptions from the consultants’ perspective un¬ 
directed and unchallenged from the local per¬ 
spective.

for the city for the next 15 years. 

Their key tasks were defined as follows: 

— Evaluate the future of retail uses, as against 
the potential shift from retail toward more pro¬ 
fessional offices. 

— Define a plan which will work for the owners, 
the city, and may be implemented by the CRA. 

— Are there realistic opportunities for the re¬ 
positioning of some of the retail services so that 
they may better capture the allegiance of the 
Sierra Madre residential customer base? 

— What are the techniques which the city should 
next use in order to stimulate revitalization 
and redevelopment? 

ERA representative David Wilcox clarifies 
the purpose of working paper No. 2 saying 
“ . . . this report is to serve as the draft out¬ 
line of ideas which have been assembled for 
consideration . . . data and ideas contained 
herein are solely the responsibility of ERA.” 

Guess that’s about it for this week except 
to summarize by saying working paper No. 2 is 
an assemblage of ideas, concepts and thoughts 
aimed an generating discussion.

Pope variances denied 


________A__J 


Mayor Pro Tem George Maurer made the mo¬ 
tion at last week’s City Council meeting (July 11) 
that the council “deny the application and go along 
with the buildable area” concerning the request by 
Shelby Pope at 559 Auburn Ave. for front yard pool 
and fence height variances. The motion passed 
unanimously. 

This action puts to rest the continuing dis¬ 
agreement between the James Popes and the Karl 
Teiglers, next door neighbors, concerning the two 
building permits which Pope and the city inter¬ 
preted differently. 

One variance, filed June 12, 1989, requested 
the construction of a swimming pool in front of the 
existing dwelling and encroachment into the required 
front yard and side yards to within 18 feet from 
the property line on Auburn and 24'/j feet from 
the street side on Auburn. It also requested the 
construction of a 42-inch wrought iron fence on 
top of the existing non-conforming wall. 
Both the building permits were issued for the 
improvements and both had pending stop work 
orders. 

Initially, a variance application (before any con 


struction started) was filed on Jan. 20, 1988. The 
variance was denied by the Planning Commission 
and sustained by the City Council when Pope 
appealed. 

Pope has contended that the improvements 
are within the development standards of the city. 
The city contends that the improvements are 
beyond the scope of the permits as issued and are 
in violation of the Sierra Madre Municipal Code if 
completed. 

The Planning Commission on June 16 forwarded 
the current variance application to the City Council 
without comment or report. 

Karl Teigler questioned why the hearing was 
taking place and explained that the information was 
not on the agenda of the last Planning Commission 
meeting. He asked whom the city had notified about 
the public hearing and countered, “The city has 
determined that these (variances) are not in code.” 

Five members of the Homeowners/Residents 
Association spoke out against the project, urging 
the City Council to deny the variances. 

Pope’s attorney, John Peterson, spoke in 
rebuttal, “You must consider that Mrs. Pope had

MIRACLE FABRIC: 
COTTON 

In the next few weeks we would like 
to acquaint you with some facts about dif¬ 
ferent fibers and fabrics which we hope 
will aid you in purchasing new clothes and 
give you general knowledge that makes all 
of us feel a little more confident in our buy¬ 
ing. 

Cotton is a very popular fiber. Last 
year’s production in the U.S. was more 
than a billion dollars’ worth. The most 
desirable cotton are those of longest 
stable length. The longer the natural fiber, 
the stronger it is when woven (and the 
finer weave possible with it). For example, 
Egyptian cotton is probably the finest in 
the world — its staple is up to 2’/? inches 
long. United States cotton a good variety, 
ranges from about Va of an inch to 1 and 
Va inches in length of staple. And the 
cheapest India cottons may be as short as 
1/8 or 1/4 of an inch. 

Cotton is also the whitest of all vegetable 
fibers, so that even in its unbleached 
varieties, it can still produce fabric with 
the least “gray” or “yellow” of any 
vegetable fiber. 

And while in its natural state cotton is 
not as strong as wool or silk, when it has 
been treated (as in “mercerizing” — so 
called after a man of that name who in¬ 
vented the process) it becomes both 
stronger and shinier. 

At any rate, let’s say; whether it’s 
vegetable, animal or even mineral — you’ll 
get it clear>ed better when you

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a permit for the construction of the pool and retain¬ 
ing wall. She is not willful or violent; she is just 
trying to get the pool in her yard.” 

Councilman Clem Bartolai noted that he was 
tired of being threatened by litigation after a ruling 
by the council. “As soon as someone can’t get 
a variance, we are threatened with litigation . . .The 
code and what we have existing should mean some¬ 
thing.” 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler said, “I don’t quite 
understand that on top of variances he (Mrs. Pope’s 
attorney) would make other requests.” 

The Main Street Program had saved $12,000 
from the last year’s budget and the council agreed 
to allow Ron Hutson, project manager, to hold 
that amount over for next year’s budget. 

The city will receive $4072 from Proposition 
70 allocation and $1527 from Proposition 99 allo¬ 
cation as well as the grant program for the Parks 
and Recreation Commission’s recommendation for 
specific recreational projects within the city. 

Two appeal hearings are scheduled for July 25, 
the next City Council meeting: the MacDonald 
variance at 500 Manzanita, and the Beeton variance 
at 485 E. Laurel.

first, then George (Maurer) and 1 will meet. We’ll 
back out (assess) what should be paid for the 
property.” 

In other news of that joint meeting between the 
three bodies last week, the Chamber of Commerce 
complained about the lack of enforcement of park¬ 
ing, U-turn and pedestrian ordinances in downtown 
Sierra Madre. The chamber pointed to the letter 
that appears in this week’s Sierra Madre News. 

In reply to a statement that had been made 
by Police Chief Bill Betts that enforcing the law costs 
more money “to patrol than they receive from 
fines,” quoting directly from the letter. City Admin¬ 
istrator McRea said, “I can’t believe the chief 
said this.” 

Several Chamber of Commerce members told 
The News after the meeting that they recall the chief 
making this statement. 

McRea said, “The judge is throwing out as 
many U-turns (citations) than he is keeping.” 

Mayor Crow said, “We need more presence (of 
police).” 

McRea countered, “To say we’re going to stop 
U-turns with enforcement is overly optimistic. ’’ 

Maurer said, “We had good enforcement then 
it stopped and it was like pulling down a cur¬ 
tain.” 

Crow reiterated, “We need continuous en¬ 
forcement. I’d hate to see a mortality before we 
face this issue.” 

In other action at the meeting, the Design 
Review Committee of Main Street addressed the 


group (a separate story appears in this week’s 
edition). 

Chairman Don Murphy said that prospective 
business owners need “a good guidance tool” and 
suggested that the completed Design Review 
proposal would need to be placed in the city library 
and “notice the public of its existence.” 

Patricia Hofer, a member of the committee, 
said, “I’d like to review the current sign ordin¬ 
ance and make recommendations.” 

Mayor Crow said, “Why not draft a proposed 
sign ordinance?” 

The three groups will meet again in three 
months.

Design committee upgrading

The report addresses itself to building exteriors, 
colors, landscaping, exterior lighting, signage and 
site development. 

The recommendations, in some instances, were 
general, rather than specific. For example, achieve¬ 
ment of a “harmonious balance of scale, propor¬ 
tion, mass, height and width between new . . . and 
older . . . buildings,” “style . . . compatible 
with ‘Mountain Village’ image,” “storefronts that 
are intimate, friendly and inviting.” 

Decisions regarding compliance with such guide¬ 
lines would, or necessity, be subjective on the part 
of the review and/or regulating body. 

More specific guidelines included second 
story additions which “shall not be larger than the 
first story,” and “rooftop additions will be barely 
visible or not visible from the street.” 

The report suggested that information should 
be obtained from the Sierra Madre Historical 
Society, Cultural Heritage Commission and Secre¬ 
tary of the Interior’s Standards for Rehabilitation 
in reviewing rehabilitation or changes to older build¬ 
ings. 

Under enhancement of the area other than 
buildings, the committee recommended study of 
benches, trash receptacles, drinking fountains, direc¬ 
tional signs and bulletin boards, landscaping, 
lighting, decorative sidewalk and curb treatment, 
potted plants, wrought iron gates, fencing and 


screening devices, signage and screening walls for 
parking areas. 

Recommended common materials for buildings 
include stucco, masonry, brick, wood and wrought 
iron and the desireability of compatible colors 
was stressed, with primary colors to be discouraged. 

Maintenance of facade alignment and uni¬ 
form setbacks was recommended, along with similar 
size, spacing, width and shape of window and door 
openings, with reference to “intimate scale.” 

The use of cloth awnings was recommended, 
as were French, Dutch and clear class or grilled 
doors and solid brass kickplates. 

Specific recommendations were given for 
facades, roofs, soffits, veneering, glass, storefronts 
and planters. 

In regard to exterior colors, recommenda¬ 
tions included light or pastel colors, with primary 
colors reserved for accents. 

Other elements addressed included screening, 
awnings and canopies, sidewalk umbrellas, land¬ 
scaping, lighting and signage. 

The subject of maintenance was also included 
with the following conditions recommended as pro¬ 
hibited: cracked masonry or stucco; broken or 
missing, boarded or papered windows, doors or 
screens; peeling, blistering or fading paint; missing 
or deteriorated trim, tiles or other building elements; 
obsolete or deteriorated signs, torn or tattered 


awnings; unused awning frames; dented or un¬ 
repaired metal overhangs; grafitti; exposed storage 
behind windows; debris, weeds or unkempt landscap¬ 
ing; conditions attractive to birds and absence of 
adequate trash receptacles. 

A maintenance schedule was included. 

Lastly, the report addressed public improvements, 
subjecting the city to the same scrutiny as the 
downtown businesses. 

Recommendations included the need for im¬ 
provements in maintenance of commons areas, sign¬ 
age, access roads, plantings, traffic safety, open 
spaces, public art, phone booths, transportation 
stops, lighting, parking facilities, telephone and 
utility poles, fire hydrants, security circulation and 
visual character. 

Specifically, it recommended consideration of 
replacement of the Ficus Nitida downtown trees, in¬ 
troduction of additional trees in a center median 
and careful thought given to parking lot landscaping. 

It also recommended the addition of decorative 
walls to cut down on traffic noise and pollution 
and direct pedestrian and traffic flow, decorative 
street furniture and inviting sidewalks with decora¬ 
tive brick, tile and stone spacers. 

Kersting Court recommendations included 
both practical and aesthetic suggestions, with possible 
enlargement to accommodate more uses. 

The Design Committee recommendations will 
be revised again by the committee itself, before 
final submittal to the City Council.

the Bank of America, between Crystal 
Farms and Highlander Liquor, plus the Mariposa 
Parking lot, with underground parking, and a portion 
of the parking lot to the south of Howie s 
Ranch Market. 

This concept would also include development ot 
additional retail businesses on East Montecito. 

The fourth alternative would address the poten¬ 
tial of a shopping center entailing a major redevelop¬ 
ment initiative and encompassing the current resi¬ 
dential area surrounded by Sierra Madre Blvd., 
Baldwin, Montecito and Auburn. 

No •mlnant domain 

The study noted that the Sierra Madre Community 
Redevelopment Agency (CRA) does not have the 
right of eminent domain. Thus, any proposals 
which entailed privately owned properties would 
depend on willing sellers. 

The report suggested that the city and the 
CRA might provide a combination of technical 
and financial assistance for building upgrades and 
some assistance for tenants who must move to 
accommodate seismic safety rehabilitation or 
other improvements. 

Additional suggestions included two-story 
buildings with ground floor retail businesses and 
office spaces above, formation of a parking and 
business improvement district, development of a 
concerted program to capture new businesses and 
increased promotions efforts. 

The report gave the opinion that the Sierra 
Madre Main Street Project is well on its way 
to identifying affordable initiatives for enhancement 
of the downtown area. 

The News will publish dates, times and lo¬ 
cations of public study sessions and hearings on 
the ERA recommendations for interested readers.

Newly elected Arca¬ 
dia Board of Educa¬ 
tion President Mary 
Dougherty says, “If you 
have been raised with 
lockers, you think they 
are indespensible.” How¬ 
ever, the administrators 
at two Arcadia junior 
high schools hope to 
change that way of 
thinking, as Dana and 
First Avenue Junior 
Highs will begin phasing 
out the use of lockers in 
the fall. 

This change was 
necessitated as the 
schools have experienced 
problems associated with 
student lockers ranging 
from vandalism and 
theft to operation and 
maintenance. An esti¬ 
mate to replace lockers 
at First Avenue alone 
was $30,000 and a quote 
of $25,000 was ob¬ 
tained to refurbish the 
existing lockers. 

Because the lockers 
are used for books, 
primarily, the schools 
will purchase additional 
textbooks so that stu- 
dens could keep a 
copy at home and use 
class sets in each class¬ 
room while at school. 

The anticipated cost 
for the additional books 
is approximately $6000 
per grade per school 
at a one-time expenditure 
each seven years, the 


textbook adoption 
cycle. 

Based on observa¬ 
tions at another school 
in another district which 
had eliminated all 
lockers, and responses in 
interviews with teach¬ 
ers, parents, administra¬ 
tors and students, both 
First Avenue and Dana 
are planning to eliminate 
lockers for incoming 
seventh grade students 
beginning in September, 
1989. Lockers for 
seventh and eighth 
graders will be eliminated 
in 1990 and finally, all 
three grades in 1991. As 
Dougherty says, “We 
are not taking anything 
away, because the seventh 
graders never had lock¬ 
ers.” 

Foothill Junior High 
will continue to study 
the situation during 
the 1989-90 school 
year. 

Dougherty also says that 
she feels the district is mak¬ 
ing better sue of its funds by 
buying a second set of 
book than in spending 
money for the repair 
or replacement of 
lockers. She indicated 
that there may be an ed¬ 
ucational benefit to the 
new program as students 
will not be without their 
textbooks needed for 
studying at home.

Peter Biemacki attends 
Wortd Affairs Seminar 


When Peter Biemacki 
describes his recent atten¬ 
dance at the 13th An¬ 
nual World Affairs Sem¬ 
inar sponsored by 
Rotary International at 
the University of Wis¬ 
consin at Whitewater, 
he says that it was 
the “greatest thing 
experienced, yet.” 

This 17-year-old 
Arcadia High School 
student and some 
1200 other high school 
juniors and seniors from 
all over the world went 
to general sessions and 
seminars as well as small 
group discussions to 
hear and to talk about 
world issues. 

Among the most inter¬ 
esting speakers, accord¬ 
ing to Biemacki, was 
a group of Chinese stu¬ 
dents who talked about 
recent events in their 
homeland. After they 
told of the need to per¬ 


sist in the pro¬ 
democracy movement 
and of their fear of a 
military dictatorship, 
they received a stand¬ 
ing ovation. 

Probably the most 
controversial speaker, 
in Biernacki’s opin¬ 
ion, was Marj Byler, the 
midwest director of 
Amnesty Interna¬ 
tion, who spoke on the 
struggle for human 
rights. While she was 
against capital punish¬ 
ment, most of those pre¬ 
sent appeared to favor 
the death penalty. 

Each day a new topic 
was presented to those 

assembled, with other 
topics being human 
rights and world politics, 
crisis in the middle east 
and Latin America and 
nuclear arms. Prof. 
Leonard Gambrell, 
from the department of 
political science at the 


University of Wiscon¬ 
sin, Eau Claire, spoke on 

the topic of “U.S. and 
Soviet Nuclear 
Policies: History and 
Future Prospects,” 
while Col. David 
Hansen, chairman of the 
Department of National 
Security and Strategy at 
the U.S. Army War 
College, chose to speak 
on “The Vocabulary of 
the Nuclear Arms Is¬ 
sue.” 

When Biemacki return¬ 
ed from Wisconsin, he 
still had to take some 
of his finals because 
he missed the last 
week of school to 
attend the seminar. He 
then was a delegate to 
California’s Boy’s State 
and is spending the rest 
of the summer swimming 
and practicing for water 
polo.

Cinco de Mayo is a 
date that has particular 
significance in the his¬ 
tory of Mexico as well as 
a special day to be 
remembered by the 
Pineda family. On the 
recent May 5, the Pin¬ 
edas moved one block 
from their sidewalk cafe 
to 103 E. Huntington Dr. 
in Arcadia. 

The Pineda family 
became involved in the 
food service business as 
a means of survival, ex¬ 
plains Connie Pineda 
Resendiz. They came 
from their home some 
three and a half hours 
from Mexico City because 
of her brothers who 
were jockeys pursuing a 
career in the southland. 

They began by selling 
tamales to stable hands 
at Santa Anita Race 
Track. Word quickly 
spread around the track 
and soon the tamales 
were in great demand. 

Things got pretty tough 
for the family when 
brother Alvaro was killed 
in a starting gate accident 
at Santa Anita, and ano¬ 


ther brother, Robert, 
died in a racing mishap 
at Pimlico. Josetito, 
another brother, died of 
suffocation in Mexico. 
As Connie says, her 
mother and father 
“worked so hard to keep 
the family together.” 

Capitalizing on a fa¬ 
ther’s experience as a 
butcher, mother’s work 
at a restaurant in 
Mexico and the popular¬ 
ity of their tamales, 
the Pinedas opened 
the sidewalk cafe nine 
years ago. 

Today Connie is the 
head cook, using the 
recipies and knowhow 
learned from her mother. 
It is truly a family 
operation, with three 
brothers, two sisters-in- 
law, her husband, 
mother and father help¬ 
ing with all the chores 
in operating the 50- 
seat restaurant that 
serves breakfast, lunch 
and dinner. 

In addition to the 
tamales, for which 
they grind their own 
cornmeal, the 


Pinedas specialize 
in carnitas (dad’s 
favorite) and gorditas, 
a cornmeal pocket bread 
which is stuffed with 
pork, came asada, 
machaca or picadillo, 
ground beef with 
carrots and potatoes. 

Another family fav¬ 
orite, prepared for 
special occasions, is bar- 
bacoa, lamb cooked in 
a hole in the ground 
which has been lined 
with cactus leaves. 

For breakfast, Cip- 
riano Pineda, Connie’s 
brother, suggests huevos 
con machaca, shredded 
beef mixed with egg, 
bell peppers, tomatoes 
and onions, plus jalapeno 
peppers for those who 
like it spicy. 

With numerous Mexi- 
can-style restaurants in 
the San Gabriel Valley, 
Cipriano was 

asked, “What’s going to 
make Pineda’s special?” 

Without hesitation, 
he said, “Our food!”
